Man jailed for 
biting a child 



GUILTY: Jordan Fenner 


A HAVERHILL man has 
been locked up after biting 
a young boy following a row 
about cake. 

Jordan Fenner, 25, of Bea- 
consfield Court, Haverhill, 
was initially handed a sus¬ 
pended jail sentence in April 
for assaulting the toddler at 
an address in the town. 

At the same hearing a 
restraining order was im¬ 
posed, banning Fenner from 
having contact with his vic¬ 
tim and their family. 

But the sentence was ac¬ 
tivated by Ipswich Crown 
Court last Thursday (July 
20) after it was heard Fenner 
flouted the restraining order 
by turning up at his victim’s 
house and near their school, 
and had spoken to the boy’s 
mother as she walked along 
an alleyway. 

Prosecuting, Gavin Cap¬ 
per said that when Fenner’s 
phone was examined by po¬ 
lice, it was discovered that 
most messages had been de¬ 
leted, but some were found 
which appeared to be from

the boy’s mother arranging 
meetings. 

Fenner pleaded guilty to 
two offences of breaching a 
restraining order, being in 
breach of a suspended sen¬ 
tence order and failing to 
turn up for an appointment 
to carry out unpaid work - 
which was part of his origi¬ 
nal sentence. 

The court heard that Fen¬ 
ner’s conviction for assault 
causing actual bodily harm 
followed an incident at an 
address in Haverhill when 
he had become involved in a 
row about a cake. 

The incident in October 
last year, left the boy with 
five separate bite marks. 

Appearing for Fenner, 
John Kellett said there was 
“solid evidence” that some 
of the contact made by his 
client with the boy and his 


mother had been at her in¬ 
stigation. 

However, Fenner realised 
that it had been wrong to 
breach the restraining order, 
and understood that court 
orders must be obeyed. 

Sentencing him, Judge 
Rupert Overbury imposed a 
two-month prison term for 
breaching the suspended 
sentence order and acti¬ 
vated 10 months of the sus¬ 
pended sentence, leaving 
Fenner facing a total of 12 
months’ custody. 

Judge Overbury, who said 
the restraining order would 
remain in force indefinitely, 
told Fenner: “Where a court 
passes a sentence with par¬ 
ticular conditions, the court 
expects those conditions to 
be satisfied and carried out.” 

The judge, describing the 
attack on the boy as “partic¬ 
ularly nasty”, said the boy’s 
mother had been wrong to 
instigate any meetings but 
added: “You have chosen to 
breach the court order and 
that was your choice.”

Police praise the 
community after 
missing man found 

POLICE have praised the "amazing efforts" 
of locals after an elderly man with dementia 
who went missing was found by a member 
of the public. 

Haverhill police issued an appeal after 
David Blanks, 79, from Kedington, went 
missing in the Suffolk village. 

He had last been seen at 4.40pm on 
Sunday, leaving his home and heading 
towards the Nisa store on Reynold Road. 

But after dozens of villagers hit the streets 
to help find Mr Blanks, he was spotted by 
one of the search party on Rectory Road just 
before 9pm on Sunday night. 

Haverhill Police took to Twitter to thank 
residents for their "fantastic work" in 
helping to locate the elderly gentleman. 

They also praised the local vicar and 
congregation, who opened up the church 
while the search was under way. 

"The message came out on Facebook that 
an elderly gentleman had gone missing," 
said Reverend Derek Hollis, of the Parish 
Church of Saint Peter and Saint Paul in 
Kedington. 

"At that moment my wife and I went to 
look in the churchyard to make sure he was 
not there. We then went round the village 
with our dogs. 

"Quite a lot of people involved in the 
search were already out by the time I found 
out about it. 

"I heard he [Mr Blanks] and his wife are 
both safe and well." 

Police reported that a National Police Air 
Service helicopter was in the air for one and 
a half hours and Suffolk Lowland Search and 
Rescue were also on standby.

Aisle do! 
Shaun fulfils 
his dream 


JUST over a year after losing both legs follow¬ 
ing a hit-and-run car crash, Shaun Whiter 
fulfilled his ambition of walking down the 
aisle with his bride. 

Shaun, 28, of Burrough Green, married 
Charlotte Way at the village church on Friday 

On July 1 last year, Shaun was left for dead 
by a road near Newmarket and later had to 
have both his legs amputated. 

He said during his recovery: “In hospital, 
the moment I realised I had lost my legs, the 
first thing I did was to ask my fiancee Char¬ 
lotte if we were still getting married. 

“I was terrified she wouldn’t want to any 
more. 

“When she said ‘yes’, the next thing I said 
was I was going to walk down the aisle.” 

Shaun’s recovery exceeded expectations 
after learning to walk on prosthetic legs just 
five months on from the crash. 

Among the wedding guests was photogra¬ 
pher Thomas Ellwood, who said: “The wed¬ 
ding was magnificent. Shaun said his main 
ambition was to walk down the aisle on his 
wedding day - well he smashed it!

“His pure determination, eagerness to 
succeed is astonishing. As you can imagine 
the church was filled with tears, joy, and cel¬ 
ebration for the couple. 

“I’ve got to know Shaun and Charlotte 
rather well, and even I had to put aside the 
camera for a jiffy to wipe away a tear.” 

Among his list of accomplishments since 
losing his legs, Shaun completed a 150-mile 
tour of Suffolk using a specially built handcy- 
cle in May this year. 

He raised money for the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance charity, who helped to save 
Shaun after the accident. 

Speaking at an event earlier this month, 
he said: “It’s crazy what’s gone on in a year. 
Obviously I put my head down and I just 
wanted to do my rehabilitation, which is still 
ongoing. 

“I’m now walking and I’m fully mobile and 
fully independent, which is great.”

THE mother of missing RAF 
gunner Corrie McKeague has ex¬ 
pressed her relief at police halt¬ 
ing the filling in of the area of 
landfill where her son is believed 
to be buried. 

Police conducted the pains¬ 
taking search for 20 weeks, sift¬ 
ing through more than 6,000 
tons of rubbish in a bid to uncov¬ 
er Corrie’s remains, but called off 
the search on Friday after they 
said they had found “no trace” of 
the missing 23-year-old. 

Nicola Urquhart’s comments 
come after Corrie’s father, Mar¬ 
tin McKeague, temporarily 
blocked off access to the Milton 
landfill site before talks with Suf¬ 
folk Police on Monday. 

Following those talks, police 
reiterated that the search would 
continue, although it was not a 
criminal investigation. Officers 
will examine incinerated waste 
in the coming weeks. 

A petition has also been 
launched urging police to con¬ 
tinue the hunt for Corrie, and 
has so far gathered almost 
25,000 signatures.

Milton tip on Friday despite re¬ 
vealing they knew Corrie regu¬ 
larly climbed into bins to go to 
sleep after a night out. 

It is feared he fell asleep in an in¬ 
dustrial bin following a night out 
with friends in Bury St Edmunds, 
on September 24 last year. 

Writing on the Find Corrie 
page, Nicola, 48, wrote: “I am so 
pleased that Suffolk Police have 
heard our voices and listened. 

“The decision they came to, 
without us having to say any 
more than was said over the 
weekend on here and in the 
press. 

“They have heard our con¬ 
cerns at the landfill being 
handed back and being filled 
in and have now said although 
handed back, it will not be 
touched and will remain in 
the same condition until after 
the review by an independent 
force. 

“So now, without the need for

injunctions we can pause, we 
have now been given time, time 
to catch up, time to understand 
and time to talk about exactly 
how Suffolk Police have come to 
their decision. 

“This does not mean they are 
going to search the landfill, but

as I wrote in an earlier post, we 
now have not lost that option.

Calls for gull 
cull are wrong 

DURING the summer period, there 
are always alarmist stories of gulls 
"attacking" people - which inevitably 
lead to calls to cull them. 

The holiday period coincides 
with the birds' breeding season and, 
being such fierce defenders of their 
offspring, the birds may occasionally 
become aggressive in order to see off 
any perceived threat to their nest and 
children. These "attacks" are usually 
exaggerated by the media and are 
very rare indeed. 

To cull wild animals for protecting 
their babies is nothing short of 
ludicrous. 

Despite this, if gulls are causing 
issues, there are a number of 
effective, humane methods of 


deterrence that can be used to 
discourage birds from nesting on 
flat roofs or chimneys, or from 
rummaging in our rubbish. 

Animal Aid has free advice sheets 
that detail the number of humane, 
non-lethal methods of deterrence 
available.

Walking a dog might help to 
keep the elderly more active 


DOG walking could be the key to 
keeping older people active, a new 
study has confirmed. 

Older dog owners spend less 
time in the day being sedentary, 
researchers from Cambridge 
University and the University of 
East Anglia found. 

They discovered that regularly 
walking a dog boosts levels of 
physical activity in older people, 
especially during the winter. 

The research, published in 
the Journal of Epidemiology and 
Community Health, analysed data 
from a long-term study which is 
tracking the health and well-being 
of thousands of people living in 
Norfolk. 

Researchers from the University 
of East Anglia (UEA) and the 
University of Cambridge found that 
owning or walking a dog was one of 
the most effective ways to beat the 
usual decline in later-life activity. 

Of the 3,123 people taking part 
in the study with an average age of 
69.5, 18 per cent reported having a 
dog in their households. 

Two-thirds of dog owners walked

their pets at least once a day. 

The researchers found that 
regular dog walkers were more 
active and less sedentary on days 
with the poorest conditions than 
non-dog owners were on the days 
with the best conditions. 

In the worst weather, those who 
walked their dogs had 20 per cent 
higher activity levels than non-dog 
owners and were more active for 30 
minutes each day. 

The authors say their findings 
suggest that dog walking “may have 
considerable potential to support 
the maintenance of physical 
activity in older adults”. 

It could also form part of exercise 
on prescription schemes. 

They acknowledge that dog 
ownership is not possible for 
some older adults but added: “Dog 
walking opportunities for older 
adults who do not own a dog could 
be organised by local community 
organisations or charities, and dog 



walking groups may provide wider 
well-being benefits associated with 
increased social contact.” 

Borrow My Doggy, a nationwide 
network which provides regular 
group dog walks for people who are 


not dog owners, might be one such 
option, they suggest. 

“We know that physical activity 
levels decline as we age, but we’re 
less sure about the most effective 
things we can do to help people 


maintain their activity as they get 
older,” said study lead author Dr 
Yu-Tzu Wu, from the University of 
Cambridge. 

“We found that dog walkers were 
much more physically active and 
spent less time sitting overall. 

“We expected this, but when we 
looked at how the amount of physi¬ 
cal activity participants undertook 
each day varied by weather condi¬ 
tions, we were really surprised at 
the size of the differences between 
those who walked dogs and the rest 
of the study participants.” 

Project lead Prof Andy fones, 
from UEA, said: “We were amazed 
to find that dog walkers were on 
average more physically active and 
spent less time sitting on the cold¬ 
est, wettest and darkest days than 
non-dog owners were on long, sun¬ 
ny, and warm summer days. 

“The size of the difference we ob¬ 
served between these groups was 
much larger than we typically find 
for interventions such as group 
physical activity sessions that are 
often used to help people remain 
active.”

Get the cottage garden look with these stunning plants 



The sight of majestic delphiniums, 
conical lupins and soft, scented roses 
mixed with colourful clematis climbing 
up wicker wigwams and sweetpeas 
filling the air with their fragrance, always 
conjures up an image for me of the idyllic 
cottage garden. 

It's amazing how many traditional cottage 
garden plants also attract bees, butterflies 
and other wildlife. Neatly upright lavender 
and sprawling violet catmint are a magnet 
for bees, as are foxgloves, wild geraniums 
and campanulas. 

While a cottage garden may seem a 
glorious mixture of traditional plants 
nudging and overlapping each other in 
a seemingly random display, the overall 
effect will be more successful with some 
planning. 

Heed these tips if you're planning to 
create your own cottage garden. 

:: Keep colours in harmony 
The colour scheme should be in harmony - 
traditionally soft purples, blues and pinks - 
with height created by climbers which 
clamber up obelisks and archways, or 
scented plants situated near old wooden 
benches or painted wrought iron seats to 
add to the romantic feel of the plot.

:: Choose evergreen backdrops 

Select backbone evergreen plants such 
as holly or yew to create a framework, 
accented by perennials with strong 
architectural value such as alliums and 
irises - which can be repeat-planted 
within the border, mixed with plenty of 
old-fashioned favourites including 
aquilegias, foxgloves, pinks, hollyhocks, 
Michaelmas daisies and poppies. 
Include plants that self-seed, which will 
often pop up in just the right place. 
Naturalistic-looking grasses can be 
planted in swathes to create softness and 
movement, dotted with wild flowers, to 
create a vague structure to the overall 
informal scene. 

:: Plant a tree or hedge for birds 

Consider making the most of an existing 
tree or planting a hedge, providing food 
and shelter for many birds. Don't forget 
berries - fruiting hedges could produce 
crab apples, blackberries and rosehips, 
again attracting many birds. Cottage 
gardens shouldn’t appear organised - 
but the best ones are, without the visitor 
even noticing. 


:: For a classic touch; add roses 

Roses are a cottage garden favourite. Make 
sure you choose a fragrant variety. I love 
the David Austin rose 'Desdemona', with 
its soft pink buds emerging creamy white, 
or plant the deep pink 'Gertrude Jekyll' 
with the subtle white Clematis 'Henryi'. 
Roses enjoy the same situation as clematis- 
rich soil, in full sun or light shade, 
plenty of plant food and lots of water until 
they are well established. 

:: For a bold look; try alliums 
The giant lollypop flowers of alliums 
provide a brilliant accent in the border. 
Some plant them at the front of borders 
lining gravel driveways, but you can just 
as easily include them in a cottage garden 
border to add structure and a talking 
point to the scene. 

:: For some colour; add nepeta 
Along with lavender, nepeta (catmint) 
provides an impressive swathe at the front 
of a border, thanks to its clouds of tiny 
mauve flowers on gentle spikes, which 
flower from early summer to autumn. 
The most widely available is 'Six Hills 
Giant' which grows up to 90 cm and can 
be a bit unruly. A less slouching type is be 
N. racemosa 'Walker's Low’, which is more 
upright and reaches about 60cm.

the batter on to a clean 
marble surface, a large 
flat tin, or plates. The 
layer should be 3-5mm 
thick. Let the mixture 
cool completely. If you 
have spread it on to a 
work surface or tin, it 
can be cut into squares 
where it is. If you have 
smeared it on to plates, 
peel off the layer of 
batter carefully and cut 
each one into slim 
wedges. 

3. In a pan or deep 
frying pan, heat the oil 
to frying temperature, 
which is 180°C, or 
when a cube of bread 
dances on the surface 
of the oil and turns 
golden after 20 
seconds.

THESE chickpea 
fritters (panelle di 
Fabrizia, or what 
Rachel calls, 'Fabrizia's 
chickpea fritters') 
make great pre-dinner 
small bites.

FOOD WRITER RACHEL RODDY TALKS TO ELLA WALKER 
ABOUT THE INSPIRATION BEHIND HER NEW COOKBOO KAND 
WHY SHARING MEALS AND RECIPES IS SO PERSONAL 


ACHEL RODDY has recently 
been showered in trophies, 
winning two at the 2017 Guild of 
Food Writers Awards. But 
flicking through the 44-year-old 
food blogger and columnist's new 
cookbook, Two Kitchens, she already 
seems to have attained a kind of foodie 


nirvana. 

A follow on from her 2015 cookbook 
Five Quarters, its title refers to Rachel's 
tiny kitchen in her flat in Rome, as well 
as the big, basic cooking space at her 
partner Vincento's family home in the 


caponata, a sweet and sour aubergine 
stew that "everyone makes - it's 
absolutely delicious',' but in true Italian 
style, there can be spats over how it 
ought to be prepared. 

"Italians still think English people 
can't cook!" says Rachel with a laugh. 
"They have really strongly held opinions 
about how you do things and no 
compromise from that at all." 

"I tend to listen - there's a lot of 
discussions about how things should be 
done. I sometimes get involved, but I 
always regret it afterwards." 




industrial Gela, Sicily, where they spend 
their summers, and it features the "really 
simple food" that has come from both. 

“My kitchen is the kitchen of Rome 
and England; my Northern grandma, 
every cookbook I've ever read, 
every TV programme I've ever 
watched; every bit of advice 
I've ever been given - and 
also, these are recipes that 
you're going to make your 
own. It is 'Two Kitchens' but it 
could be called 'Many 
Kitchens'" explains Rachel, 
who was born and raised just 
outside London. 

She has lived in Rome for 
the past 12 years - arriving one day with 
just a rucksack and deciding to stay - but 
England still spools into her Italian life, 
and her Italian kitchens. 

"I'm very aware of cooking with my 
mum and my grandmas when I'm here. I 
miss them a lot, so they're really in the 
kitchen with me when I cook," says 
Rachel, noting that having her son 
"brought that into sharper perspective" 

Two Kitchens is split into 24 sections, 
each devoted to a specific ingredient 
(aubergines, ricotta, peas, oranges, etc), 
typical to her two Italian spheres. 

The most iconic Sicilian recipe is 


That doesn't mean she isn't fascinated 
with the way other people think about 
and cook food, though. 

"It's always a lovely thing to ask 
someone to show you how to make 
something, because it's 
quite an intimate act, 
and you often get the 
most wonderful 
information from 
people when they 
teach you," she 
explains. "I'm not 
so interested in 
the recipe, but 
people's tips 
and secrets." 

Rachel writes about food 
by weaving stories into 
recipes, and vice-versa. 

"We all eat all the time, 
whether it's good, bad or 
indifferent food - it's very 
tied up with love and place 
and need, so when you 
write about food, you write 
about life," says Rachel. "It's 
another way of sharing: The 
way you share a meal, you share 
memories." 

■ Here are three recipes from Two 
Kitchens to try at home. 


THERE'S a name that crops up 
quite a lot when I'm reading 
about wine, at wine tastings, 
drinking wine and generally being 
a wine geek. The name is Jean- 
Claude Mas and it's highly likely 
you'll have seen the brand he 
represents - Domaines Paul Mas. 

You can pop into most 
supermarkets and find one of 
their wines but despite the 
extent of the range, the quality is 
always really good. 

Jean-Claude took over his 
father's 35 hectares in Bordeaux 
in 2000 and steered the 
business in a different direction, 
acquiring a range of wineries 
across the Languedoc. There are 
now 12 Domaines Paul Mas 
estates across the region. 

Here are four of their whites, 
perfect for summer.

■ Paul Mas Vinus Frisante (£8, 
Morrisons, 12% abv): You've 
just got to love a drop of fizz. 

This wine is new on shelves this 
month and is a blend of 55% 
picpoul and 45% 
chardonnay. Sparkling wines 
from the Languedoc are 
growing in popularity and 
here the local picpoul (which 
I think has the nickname 
lipstinger!) adds a good bite 
to the blend with the 
chardonnay adding body and 
structure. There's plenty of green 
apples and a good citrussy zest. 


■ Domaine Paul Mas 
Estate Marsanne 2016 
(£10.99, or £8.99 in a 
buy six deal, Majestic, 

13% abv): This is a classic 
from the Paul Mas stable, 
with grapes grown on the _ 
limestone and clay soils of *** 
the Limoux and Carcassonne 
areas, blended with wine from 
grapes from the warmer area of 
Herault. It has aromas of lemon 
and peach, with floral wisps of 
blossom and honeysuckle. It has 
a touch of creaminess in the 
mouth, where honey, peach and 
lemon, all play their part. 

■ Paul Mas Vinus Clairette 
du Languedoc 2016 (£8, 
Morrison's, 12% abv): This 
wine hails from the smallest 
and oldest appellation in the 
Languedoc which was 


created in 1948. The grape itself 
is one of the oldest in the region. 
It has traditionally been used as 
a blending grape but here it flies 
solo and very nicely too. It has 
a nose of ripe red apples, 
springtime flowers and peach; in 
the mouth flavours of citrus and 
apple cradle a 
mouthwatering acidity. 

■ Paul Mas Reserve 
Languedoc Blanc 2016 
(Waitrose, £8.99,13% 
abv): Here's another new 
wine for this summer and I 
love it. It's a blend of 40% 
grenache blanc with marsanne, 
vermentino and viognier having 
an equal remaining share. Some 
of the blend has had oak contact 
which brings complex notes. The 
wine has aromas of vanilla, 
pineapple and apricots; and 





what's this? A touch of 
cinnamon? Perhaps. Those fruits 
can be found as soft mouth-filling 
flavours too.

Mercedes' touch of 
class for pick-up truck

T HE new Mercedes X-Class luxury 
pick-up truck will be priced from 
around £35,000 when it goes on 
sale in the UK later this year. 

Although prices for the British 
market have still to be confirmed, 
Mercedes has announced the new 
premium truck will cost from 37,294 
Euros in its German home market. 

At current exchange rates that's 
around £33,000 including VAT. 

The X-Class is due for release in 
November and has been jointly 
developed with the Nissan-Renault 
Alliance with underpinnings shared 
by the Nissan Navara and the Renault 
Alaskan - a vehicle currently not sold 
in Britain. 

The X-Class will be built in Spain, 
alongside the Navara and will also 
be produced in Argentina for other 
global markets. 

With a payload of 1.1 tonnes 
and a towing ability of 3.5 tonnes, 
the X-Class is Mercedes' attempt to 
combine heavy duty workload with 
luxury appointments. 

The cabin is plush and has much of 


the design and features of a Mercedes 
saloon while the company claims 
it will drive in similar fashion to a 
passenger car. 

Two 2.3-litre diesel engines 
developing either 163 or 190bhp 
will be available from launch with a 
258bhp V6 diesel slated to arrive in 


2018. 

Measuring 5.34 metres in length 
the X-Class is significantly bigger than 
the Navara and of similar size to the 
Volkswagen Amarok which is also 
priced at the same level. 

Rugged styling and 4x4 ability will 
give the X-Class all-terrain ability and 


those features will be enhanced with 
a permanent four-wheel-drive variant 
arriving next year. 

A long wheelbase of 3,150mm 
results in a load bed length of 1,587 
and Mercedes says the cargo area is 
big enough to transport 50 barrels of 
beer. 

The trend for targeting the posh 
end of the truck market will also see 
the X-Class being offered with leather 
trim and upholstery with plenty of 
add-ons, including styling bars, side 
rails and load canopies. 

Independent suspension at the front 
and coil springs all round are designed 
to give the X-Class good performance 
and ride under all conditions and the 
vehicle will be fitted with the likes 
of Mercedes' safety systems, such 
as Active Brake Assist, Lane Keeping 
Assist and Traffic Sign Assist, among 
others. 

Options will include the Mercedes 
COMAND infotainment and 
connectivity systems and the top 
range X-Class will come with a seven- 
speed automatic transmission.
